James H. Green, Lately Return- 
ed From North, Tells of 
Prospects”. } 


ARE GREAT POSSIBILITIES 


Should Not Continue There all 
‘Year Round, He Says

Mr Jts. H Green, of Winnipeg, for- 
erly of Brockville, Ont., has return- 
ed from Fort McMurray. Seen by 
a Capital reporter at the office of the 
Immigration Hall, in conversation 
with the agent, Mr. Webster, he was 
very reticent about the Athabasca 
district as he has been prospecting 
in ‘the interests of a company. He 
left McMurray on Aug. 8th, and ar- 
rived in Edmonton Jast night. ‘Their 
boat was wrecked in the Boiler 
Rapids, where he lost everything but 
the clothes he was wearing. Ife was 
inuch more inclined to talk of the 
Hudson Bay on whose shores he 
spent two years. Asked as the 
Hudson Bay Railroad, he said: 


to 


“The Hudson Lay Railroad is one 
of the best things for the Western 
country that ever happened. I am 
satished that instead of four months 
navigation there will ve twelve month 
There are only two months in the 
year when there is any — possible 
chance of misfortune. That is the 
storm season when the water splashes 
on the vessels and freezes. Still it 
requires 13 degrees more ‘tc freeze 
salt water than fresh, and the ice 
formed from it melts at 13 degrees 
below freezing poin. : 


“With regard to the harbor at Fort 
Nelson River I would explain that the 
Nelson River drains more country 
than almost any other river in. the 
world.” It’s basin stretches from the 
summit of the Rockies to Hudson 
Bay, and includes Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan, Manitoba, North Dakota, Min- 
nesota, Western Ontario, and Kee- 
watin. The capacity of its flow at 
the mouth of the river is 200,000 gal- 
lenis of water per second. The width 
at the mouth is 25 miles and the chan- 
nel here has been open continuously 
for at least 2000 years for twenty 
miles from the sea. In 1908 the Nel- 
son Was as open all winter as the 
Saskatchewan here to-day. In cold 
winters the ice forms along the shores 
from the 20th December to-the tst 
January, and goes out not later than 
the sth May. 

“Engineer Fry sounded:-the channel 
of the harbor in the latter part of 
March and April when the ice was 
strongest, and had to do his work 
on ice only 4 to 8 inches thick and 
somictimes in open. water. -Consequ- 
ently he was compelled to employ 
the most experienced Indians for the 
work, for canoes had to be dragged 
around over the ice for safety. Ac- 
cording to his report there was ten 
fathoms of water in the channel of 
the harbor, sufficient to accomodate 
the deepest draught vessels that sail 
the northern sea, and that the depth 
bears well into the suores. It has 
been stated that shifting sand shoals 
were the great ostacle to navigation 
Dut such ts not the case, as the bottom 
is as hard as blue clay, and as favor- 
able us can be found-in any river in 
the werld; moreover the harbor is 
large enough to accomodate at least 
15 to 20 vessels, Another great ad- 
Vintage is that the harbor is well 
sheltered by the high ground and the 
forests, 

The Churchill Harbor has few ad- 
Vintages in comparison. At the time 
the ice forms the water in the river 
is very low, and when the tide goes 
out the ice is filled with air under- 
neath; when the tide comes in with 
the float ice it forces the air and 
large portions of float ice out through 
the air holes and sometimes a_ pile 
12 or 15 feet high is raised. When 
heavy frost strikes these piles they 
split and spread about, and winter 
storms coming down off thousands of 
miles of barren lands fills these rough 
iechergs, and they freeze very hard. 

“in February high tides pegin, and 
they continne to rise till May. They 
saturate the swow and ice, which 
freezes in one solid mass 10 to 12 feet 
deep. So the ice does not leave the 
harbor tl the 18th or 2oth of June. 
leebergs continue to flow into the

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FOUND CHINAMAN’S BODY 


Body of Celescial Who Suicided 
Found Near Spot of Tragedy 


The body of the Chinaman, who 
committed suicide several weeks ago, 
by wading into the river, near the Sas- 
katchewan river bridge, was found 
yesterday afternoon, in a badly de- 
composed state by Alexander.

Davidson was walking along the bank 
when attention was drawn to 
something in the water which looked 
like a corpse. With the aid of a pike 
pole he managed to draw the body 
to the shore, afterwards summoning 
Connelly & McKinley’s) ambulance, 

Coroner Braithwaite was also noti- 
fied and an inquest was held last night 
at Connolly and McKinley's undertak- 
ing parlors, and after the evidence of 
those who had witnessed the suicide 
was taken, the jury brought in a ver- 
dict that the deceased drowned: him- 
self, 

The deecased Chinaman had been 
in the city but a few days, and the re- 
mains were identified by another 
Chinaman Wong Fun.

ARE PASSIVE RESISTERS | 


Government Tries to Get Them to 
Move From Reserve But 
They Are Obdurate’ 


White Iarth, Minn., Sept. 3—After 
years of negotiation, two hundred 
Chippewa families refuse to leave 
Mille Lac’s reserve for a new location 
at White Earth and the government 
is under the necessity of using force 
to move the Indians or to make an- 
other treaty with them. The Interior 
department has been using every in- 
ducement in vain, Commissioner Hall 
having vainly exercised his influence 
for some wecks, but the aborigines 
are obdurate, although their lands 
have been signed away. 


ENGLAND MAY SEE 
LABOR STRUGGLE 


Fight Between Labor and Capital 
of All Railways Is 
Brewing 


London, Sept. 2—The biggest capi- 
tal and labor struggle England has 
ever had is brewing between the Brit- 
ish railroads and their employees, The 
men have an’ organization including 
every branch of the railroad service, 
and the companies have recently ef- 
fected a sort of gentlemen’s agree- 
ment” binding upon every trunk line 
and practically upon all the smaller 
roads in the country. 

As a consequence, when the fight 
starts, the entire strength of the in- 
dustry on each side will be involved. 

The discontent of the employees 
with their pay and working conditions 
dates back to 1907. Conciliation 
boards have proved to be useless, and 
the unions are now drafting a new 
set of demands, upon the refusal of 
which a general. walkout will be de- 
clared. 


MURDER IS 


A BLANK WALL OF MYSTERY 


Local Police Are Completely Puz- 
zled, But “We're Not to 
Blame,” Says Chief 


HARD TO GET EVIDENCE 
Foreigners Fear the Blue Coats 
and Won't Give Them Any 
Information 


Although the police are straining 


every effort to apprehend the murder- 
er or murderers, responsible for the 
death of Roman Fedeniuk, the Galic- 


ian who met with foul p!ay about two 
weks ago at the corner of Syndicate 
avenue and the railway tracks, there 
has been in the last few days. quite a 
lot o¥ unwarranted criticism of the 
police, in that they have not, as far 
as is known, discovered anything that 
would lead to the detection of those 
implicated. 

Chief Lancey stated to a Capital re- 
porter this morning that the city de- 
tectives have been working night and 
day) on the case ever since the body 
of the unfortunate foreigner was dis- 
covered, but that they have not yet 
been able to acount for the murdered 
man's: movements after four o'clock 
on the day he met his death. 

To further their efforts to unravel 
the mystery, the police have called 
into commission a consiable of the 
city force who is thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with the Galician language, and in 
fact, this man has been assisting the 
police ever since the crime was discov: 
ered and has been of great value. 

The detectives have not yet been 


able to locate the two men who ac- 
companied Fedeniuk and his friends 
from the Wolf Creek construction 
camp, and as it is thought that these 
men may know a great deal about the 
events which led up to the tragedy, 
or that it is possible that they may 
have been implicated in it themselves, 
they are wanted very badly. 

The police also wish to find the 
strange Galician who came to town 
aefew days before the murder, and 
who disappearet very strangely a day 
or so afzerwards. So far, however, 
they are unable to discover his where- 
abouts, 

The Fedeniuk murder mystery at 
present presents all the finger marks 
of the proverbial twisted skein, in that 
there is no substantial clue for the 
police to work on, and further, as the 
murdered man’s movements after four 
o'clock on the day of his death are 
clothed in mystery. Until the police 
are successful in acounting for Fed- 
eniuk'’s movements right up to the 
time of the murder, any progress to- 
ward. the detection of the guilty par- 
ties is effectively barred. = Again, 
great difficulty is experienced in, con- 
vineing the Galicians and other for- 
eigners who may have conection with 
the tragedy, cither through an ac- 
quaitnance with the murdered man or 
through what they have heard, that 
the police have no intent — against 
them, but merely wish to obtain infor- 
mation which might lead to the ecarry- 
ing out of justice. The foreigners 
seem in mortal fear of the police, 
and on that account it is. extremely 
difficult for the detectives to clicit 
from them what information they may 
have.

WAS NO OPTION OF FINE 


Magistrate Byers. Considered As- 
sault Was Unwarranted and 


Refused Option 


Kdwin Clerke, was this morning 
sentenced to one month at Fort Sas- 
katchewan with hard labor by Magis- 
trate Byers for assaulting Walter 
Sporle at the exhibition grounds on 
August 26th, The magistrate in com- 
menting on the case, said that-he con- 
sidered it a most unwarranted and 
unprovoked assault, and did not feel 
justified in giving the prisoner the 
option of a fine ,although the  ac- 
cused’s counsel pleaded for such. 

The assault is alleged to have taken 
place in one of the horse stables, 
and arose from a quarrel over prizes, 
After striking Sporle with his fist on 
the face and chest, Clarke is alleged to 
have seized a pitchfork and threatened 
to kill the complainant. 

The prisoner will not. be taken to 
Fort Saskatchewan for a couple of 
days on the request of his counsel,

Winnipeg, Man, Sept. 3. (Special). 
—Archbishop Langevin, of St. Boni- 
face, has sent a circular letter to his 
clergy, secular and regular through- 
out the diocese, in which he makes 
a special appeal for 
coping with the Ruthenian question, 
The letter was written previous to 
a meeting held by Ruthenians — in 
North Winnipeg, in which they ex- 
pressed their dissatisfaction with pre- 
vailing conditions, and whose com- 
plaints are endorsed by Dr. Sshwegel 
the Austro-Hungarian Consul. 

His Grace intimates that he has per- 
mitted two priests from his dioceses 
to enter the Ruthenian rite, and he 
intends to take similar action with 
three others.

It is of prim- 
‘ary importance, however, that Ruth- 
enians should remain in communion 
with the See of Rome by inscribing 
their church property in the manner 
required of good Catholics, and also

HIS WESTERN TRIP 


Big Farewell Meeting Was Held 
at Medicine Hat Last 
Night 


Medicine Hat, Alta. Sept. 2—The 
tour of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, which 
opened with a mammoth meeting at 
Port Arthur and Fort William two 
months ago, was brought to a con- 
clusion with another great gathering 
here this afternoon. It is the last 
big assembly scheduled on the itiner- 
ary. Tonight the Premier's train 
leaves for Winnipeg whence on Mon- 
day he will leave for Ottawa. The 
two prairie provinces, by the pres- 
ence and speeches of Premiers Sifton 
and Scott, united in doing valedictory 
honor to the first Canadian premier 
who has spent his summer in study- 
ing their needs and requirements. The 
premier of Saskatchewan conveyed a 
message of Premier McBride of 
British Columbia to “Canada’s most 
illustrious stateman.”

mouth of the river irom the sea 
whenever the wind blows from the 
north or the north-west, up till the 
5th or 6th of July. 

The party left Churchill for home 


on July 8th, and travelled down the 
coast in canoe, reaching York Fac- 
tory in 11 days. 

“We encountered ice for 100 miles 
east of Fort Churchill rangiirg 10 to 
15 fect high as far as we could pos- 
sibly see with a field glass. But 
fom thaf point on to Fort Nelson 
we never saw a vestige of ice and 
were forced to go inland a consid- 
erable distance in many cases to get 
fresh water for cooking and drinking 
whereas prior to this we had obtain- 
ed sufficient water by cutting up this 
ice and melting it. , The Churchill 
river freezes over from October Ist 
to 15th and ice does not go out till 
June 18th. The harbor is not large 
enough to accommodate two vessels 
and these could not ride out a storm 
inside as the Churchill harbor is ex- 
posed to the winds of the barren 
lands which are not broken by a 
twig for thousands of miles, 
“According to information gathered 
by the commission appointed by the 
Manitoba Legislature.in 1884, Captain 
John Hacklane had made 39 trips 
through ‘the straits and considered 
that with an ordinary screw steamer 
the voyage is perfectly feasible and is 
considered safe for 12 months in the 
year, He had also lived 13 years in- 
land and come in contact with Eski- 
mos living along the straits and from 
enquiries made among them he Jearn- 
ed that the straits had never been 
frozen over at any season. Another 
objection raised was that the ice com- 
ing down Fox channel completely 
blocked straits. This is impossible 
as the ice coming down Fox channe! 
has to pass through Hecla and Sur- 
rey Straits which are only one sixth 
as wide as the Hudson Straits. Some 
does come down and lodges: against 
the southeast shore, but the channel 
is always open. ‘The great difficulty 
with the Hudson’s Bay vessels was 
that they were sailing vessels and 
perfectly helpless in an ice floe. 
“Comparing the two routes the Fort 
Nelson route means a saving of mil- 
lions of dollars in construction and 
running expenses for tthe frozen 
ground and-=rocks around ‘Churchill 
multiply the engineering difficulties. 
Then the-heavy snowfall at Churchill 
piled up in huge drifts by the bar- 
ren land winds saturated with the 
spume from the sea and frozen till a 
dear can cross without leaving a track 
will close Fort ‘Churchill to the world 
for three months in the year.
